Club, has revealed no specimens from New Hampshire of 
this weirdly beautiful little orchid, save for a single sheet 
in the Clul) herbarium collected by me in a cedar bo^ in the 
township of Columbia on 81 May, 194(1 (A.S.P. no. 81887). 
This sheet has, until very recently, been mislaid, but throug'h 
the kindness of Mr. R. J. Eaton has now been inserted in its 
proper i)lace in the Club collection. 


My attention was originally directed to the Columbia lo- 
calitv bv Mr. T. W. Wallace of Sanford, Maine, who.se bi’o- 
ther’s farm in Columbia is a mile or more distant from the 
(■alifpso. In 1946, 1 saw eight o»’ ten plants in bloom, but did 
not look clo.sely foi' more. Several years later, on revisiting 
the i’egion with a friend, I found that extensive lojfjïinjj: of 
the Thuja had, ai)parently, destroyed the oi’chids. Since 
that time I have made further but unsuccessful .searches in 
similar swamps in the calciferous mica-schist re} 2 :ion of 
Columbia, Colebrook, Stewartstown, and Clarksville. In 
this area occur such interestiii}? plants as Cysfopferiü 
butbifcra, Carc.x' diaudra, C. Bi(.rd>auuni, Ktcochariu nifida 
(its fîi’st United States station is about a mile fi'om the 
Cu////),s*o), Juncus nodo,ru,'<, J. brachycc))halu,'<, Lobclia Kal- 
))iii, and J/o/o.r/.s* b)'achy))oda, of which last the only New 
Hamp.shi»*e specimen in the Club he»i)arium, A.S.P. no.l09 10, 
18 July, 1907, was î 2 :athe»’ed about a mile away in a»iothe»' di»’-

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The species is gi’owiiiK under »*ather widely spaced la»Re 
white pines on an old pastu»*e site, only a sho»*t dista»ice f»*oni 
the end of an old mowing* field. All plants were flowering 
pi'ofusely, one with over foi’ty flowers. One pair of stenis 
was browsed off (by deei*). The bedrock in this area is shaly. 
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some a poor gracle of slate. The plants are growing nearly 
one-half mile from the Sebasticook River and about that 
distance from the nearest roads, and 1 found no indications 
of an old house-site in the vicinity. — A. E. Brower, Augus- 
TA, Maine. 
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
